Australia Post Postcodes (1991 
Census Modifled) 


These are official areas as defined by 
Australia Post and digitised by the 
Australian Surveying and Land 
Information Group (AUSLIG) then 
modified to fit the digitised base of 
Peripheral Systems Pty Ltd. (see Digitised 
Boundaries}. These boundaries are net 
based on Collection Districts so they will 
not match up with Collection District 
boundaries.

Census Division 


Census divisions are administrative units

Confidentiality 
Under the Census and Statistics Act 1905, 


it is an offence to release any information 
collected under the Art that would enable 
identification of any particular individual 
or organisation. During every stage of the 
cellsus, strict measures are taken to ensure 
confidentiality. 


Electoral Division 


Electoral divisions are uot standard census 
seographic areas. They are approximated 
by aggregating the data for collection 
districts that lie wholly or partly within 


the electoral district. 


Enumeration 


Enumeration is the act of counting or 
summing. The census is conducted by 
self-enumeration. Census counts are 
provided on two bases of enumeration - by 
place of enumeration (where they are on 
census night) and by place of usual 
residence (where they usually live). 


Estimated Resident Popujation (ERP) 


Estimated Resident Population {ERP) is the 
olficial ABS estimate of the Australian 
population. The ERP is based on the 
results of the population census and is 
compiled for each census and updated 


annually between censuses. 


Geographic Areas 

The geographic areas used for the 
collection and dissemination of census 
data are divided into two types: Australian 
Standard Geographical Classification 
(ASGC) and other standard non-4ASGC 
areas. Census data is collected for smalk 
areas called Collection Districts. This 
Collection District hase allows the 
acerepation of data inte larger areas, for 
example, Statistical Local Areas (SLAs) 
and Local Government Areas (LGAs). 


Legal Local Government Area 
{LLGA) 


The iegal local government area is a 
geographic area under the responsibility of 
an incorporated local government council. 
There are 632 legal LGAs in Australia 
which collectively cover only a part of 
Australia. The major areas not covered by 
legal LGAs are the large northern parts of 
Seuth Australia. almost all of the Northern 
Territory and all of the Australian Capital 


Territory. 


Place of Usual Residence 


Not all people ave at home on census night: 
they may be in a mote! or at a friend's 
place. Question 7 on the census form asks 


for the address of cach persons place of 





usual residence. This aflows slatisties to 
be compiled based on peoples place of 
usual residence. Place of usual residence 
counts can be provided for SLAs. any 
aggregations of SLAs and pusteodes, 


Statistical Local Area (SLA) 


Statistical Local Areas comsist of one or 
more Collection Districts. They can be 
based on legal local government areas. or 
parts thereof, or any unincorporaled area. 


Statistical District 


Statistical Districts consist ar one or more 
statistical subdivisions and represents a 
large urban area of Australia outside state 
capital city statistical divisions. 


Statistical Regton 


Statistical Regions consist of one of more 
statistical local areas and cover, in 
ageregate, the whole of Australia without 
gaps or overlaps. 


Statistical Division 


Statistical Divisions consist of one or more 
statistival subdivisions and cover. in 
ageregata:, Lhe whole of Avstrakia without 
gaps or overlaps. They do not cross State 
or Territory boundaries andl are the largest 
statistical area building blocks of States 
and Territories. 


Statistical Subdivision 


Statistical Subdivisions consisi of one or 
more statistical local areas and cover, in 
ageregate, the whole of Australia without 
gaps or overlaps. 


Undercounting 


All census counts refer only to people: 
whom census collectors have bern able to 
enumerate on census night. However. «1 
very small number of people and dwellings 
would have been missed and some might 
have been counted more than once. The 
term attached to this ts undercounting or 
underenumeralion, 


Urban Centre/Locality 


An urban centre consists of one or more 
adjoining whole Collection Districts with 
urban characteristics and representing a 
population cluster of 1,000 or more 
peopk. A locality is a population cluster 
of between 200 to 999 people.
